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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -8 and 1 8-20 are now pending in the instant application. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of Applicants' Amendment and Response, submitted November 
14, 2007, which has been reviewed by the Examiner and entered of record in the file. 
Accordingly, claims 9-17 have been canceled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. Applicants' Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), filed February 13, 2008, has been 
considered by the Examiner. Please refer to the signed copy of Applicants' PTO-1449 form, 
submitted herewith. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 9-17 previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. In view of the cancellation of claims 9-17, the 
enablement rejections have been obviated and are withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Kenneth F. Mitchell on February 28, 2008. 
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The application has been amended to delete non-elected species from claims 2 
and 3, (and to correct a typographical error in claim 4) as follows: 

Claim 2, please delete the fourteenth, fifteenth, twentieth, twenty-third, twenty-fourth, 
twenty-fifth, thirty-first, thirty-sixth, thirty-seventy, and thirty-eighth species 

Claim 3, please delete the sixth, seventh, and eighth species from the claim, and insert 
the following two species before the last line of the claim, "spiro[l-axabicyclo[2.2.2]octane-3,2'- 
(3'H)-furo[2,3-b]quinoline];"and "spiro[l-axabicyclo[2.2.2]octane-3,2'-(3'H)-furo[2,3- 
b]pyridine];". 

Claim 4, please delete the "2' " (the first character of the species recited) such that the 
species reads, "(i?)-spiro[l-azabicyclo[2.2.2]octane-3,2'-(3'H)furo[2,3-b]pyridine]". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
5. In view of Applicant's cancellations and the Examiner's Amendment, claims 1-8 and 18- 
20 are now allowable over the prior art, as newly renumbered claims 1-11. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to novel spiroazabicyclic heterocyclic amines, their pharmaceutical 
compositions, their processes of preparation and their methods of use. The allowable 
compounds in this case are limited to compounds according to formula I of claim 1 . Certain 
spiroazabicyclic amines are known in the art as having pharmaceutical activity, however the 
aspect of preparing the instant claimed azabicyclo[2.2.2]octane compounds, which bind nicotinic 
acetylcholine receptors, is novel and unobvious. The instant compounds were tested for affinity 
of several subtypes of nAChR (please refer to inhibitory results, IC 50 values, etc. found in pages 
23-24 of the specification), which makes them useful for treating nicotine addiction. After a 
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thorough search, the closest of prior art, U.S. Pat. No. 3,681,363 to Elkin et al. was found to each 
similar spiroazabicyclic derivatives as anti-convulsants. However the '363 patent fails to teach 
or render obvious the same instant claimed compounds according to instant formula I, and does 
not fairly suggest their methods of use.
